Residents are requested to follow-up their emer- 
gency Service call by calling the Maintenance 
Dept. the next business day to report the status of 
their call, i.e., was work completed, delay in 
responding, quality of repair ok, is additional 
repair necessary, etc..

les of items "Not E encies:"' 


1. Drip or minor leak under sinks, pipes, 
radiators, windows or ceilings. 


2. Your toilet, sink, or tub is stopped up. 
3. No heat or low heat in one room. 
4. Hot water is warm, but not hot enough. 


5. Request for Security Service by Mainte- 
nance Staff. 


6. Lost keys and request for access. 


7. Cable installations, telephone installations 
and repairs. 


Note: In case of an Emergency, the Mainte- 
nance will make temporary repair when 
necessary. In those instances, permanent 
repairs will be completed the next business 
day, during regular working hours. 


Residents who obtain emergency 
service for non-emergencies will be fined as 
indicated below and their rental account will 
be billed accordingly. 


Fine Schedule 

$25.00 Minimum charge for 1st call 

$15.00 Each additional call within 12-month 
period. 

Fines are subject to monthly late charges 
when not paid by the fifth (Sth) of month.

Management's efforts to provide Pest Control

No one is letting the exterminator into their unit 
to allow extermination services to be performed. 
As a result, please be advised of the following: 


Effective immediately, Management will enforce 
the following actions; 


A. Those apartments not regularly partici- 
pating in the Pest Control Program will be identi- 
fied and have the appropriate notices entered into 
their rental file. This will adversely (negatively) 
affect their ability to: 


1. Enter into a payment plan arrangements 
for past due monies owed to the landlord. 


2. Apply fora transfer to another NCC Site 


3. Reloacate to another apartment within 
Douglass Harrison. 


4. To be recognized as a good tenant 

and neighbor. Being a non-cooperative tenant 
will be brought to the attention of the judge when 
any legal activity is instigated against you. 
B. Not regularly allowing Pest Control Ser- 
vices to be performed within your unit is aviolation 
of your lease as your failure to cooperate will 
contribute to or cause the landlord to be unable to 
control insect and or rodent infestation within the 
site. Keeping your unit clean and safe includes 
control of insects and vermin. 


Remember, no appointment is necessary. All you 
have to do is to be home on the 2nd Tuesday of the 
month between the hours of 9:00 am and 5:00 p.m.

of rent increases due to increased main- 
tenance cases. 


Please allow the grease to cool and 
solidify (harden). It will be much easier 
to place the solids into a plastic bag and 
discard with your household garbage.
